USCCB Publishing 

25. In order to enhance security, may the 
Blessed Sacrament be exposed behind a glass 
window? 

No. The Blessed Sacrament may be exposed in 
either a monstrance or ciborium and is usually 
placed on the altar for adoration. The exposition of 
the Blessed Sacrament behind a glass window is 
not the “exposition” envisioned by the rite. Such 
arrangements often result in the appearance of a 
“glass tabernacle, “which is forbidden.
